If the Opposition had submitted to such dictatorship its usefulness 


would have ceased. It was necessary to establish that the exercise of its 
functions of eliciting information that criticism did not depend on the favor 
of the Premier, 

The week's proceedings have showed that fact to the satisfaction of 
the country and the Government. The public legislation has been tied 
up, but that can be released at any time the Government sces fit to take up 
its consideration, So far they baye thought it more important to attempt 
to break down the rights of the Opposition than to forward general legisia- 
tion, It now appears-likely that the Opposition are prepared to defend 
their rights as long as the Government persists in (he attack. 

If the Government desires to relieve the situation it can do in 
three ways: By holding back the bill for a time, by applying closure or by 
dissolving Parliament. The first would involve a loss of prestige, which 
they cannot afford, The second would put them in a posit fon the direct 
opposite of what they have always contended for and would weaken them 
in the country, The third they do pot dare to face, 

At the present time it is expected that this week's proceedings will 
practically be a continuation of those last week, but there may be startling

BURNED T0 DEATH

Quebec, Proves Holacaust 
For Its Inmates 


Montreal, Mar. 8.—Pvur persons 
were burned to death Saturday night 
in the fire which destroyed the farm- 
house of Arthur Robidoux, about four 
miles east of Huntingdon. The 
tims were Charles McOnville, 80 years 
father, of the farmer's wife, 
and three members of the Robidoux 
family-—Alfred, 17 years of age; Flo- 
rence, 13! years of age, and Oliver, 10 
years old. Only nerve and obedience 
on the part of Mabel, aged six, result- 
ed in her escaping the fate of the 
others. The remains of the three 
victims were found in the cellar, char- 
red to a crisp, and the verdict of the 
jurors at the inquest, held by Dr. J. R 
Clouston, coroner for the district of 
Huntingdon, was suffocation by 
smoke, with the cause of fire of un- 
known origin. 

The family had retired at nine 
o'clock. About midnight Mrs, Robi- 
doux was disturbed by the crying of 
her two-year-old ‘baby. She lit the 
lamp and heard a_ crackling  nolse. 
The house was fast filling with smoke. 
In her bare feet, and clad only in 
her nightdress, with the child in her 
arms, she ran across the snow to the 
of Frank Sherry ,about two 
hundred yards away. The thermo- 
meter registered about six degrees 
below zero and a high wind was blow- 
ing. Robidoux went to the barn, 
and, getting a ladder, put it up to the

Mabel, six years of age, came 
through the smoke. She safely des- 
cended the ladder and went to the 
nearest house. Robidoux continued 
his search, groping around in the 
dark. He found the beds empty. 
Thinking that his children and the 
aged man had gone through to the 
east end of the house, either to des- 


cend the stairs into the kitchen, or 


make their escape by way of a win- 
dow at the head of the staircase, he 
went down the ladder and went 
around the east side of the building. 
As he rounded the corner the flames 
burst out at the east side of the struc- 
ture, 

Many neighbors turned out and did 


what they could to extinguish the 
flames with water and snow, but the 
building, a wooden structure, was 


doomed, and within an hour collaps- 
ed, a pile of glowing embers, into the 
cellar. When day broke, neighbors, 
hunting in the cellar, came across the 
crisp and limbless remains of McOn- 
ville, Alfred and Florence Robidoux. 
All were burned beyond recognition,

Over Sea Dominions Should 
Guard Empire’s Outer Seas 


Extract from a Speech Delivered by Right Hon, Winston 


Churchill, First Lord of 
22nd, 


“The British fleets are now prac- 
tically goncentrated. The recent 
great review before the King is only 
one proof of the quality of concen- 
tration which the Admiralty has late- 
ly brought to its final act—a policy 
of naval concentration which has 
given a real measure 
the centre and heart of the 
Empire. 
naval concentration 
the attention of thinking men here 
and elsewhere throughout the Brit- 
ish Empire. The fact that our fleet 
has not only concentrated in the de- 
cisive theatre of European waters, 
but must be kept concentrated and in 
a certain sense tied to that theatre 
has been for some years creating a 
new want, a new need, a new oppor- 
tunity for the great self-governing 
Dominions of the Crown. Naval su- 
premacy consists in our being in pos- 
session of naval forces sufficient to 
overcome in war 
or tleets which any 
able combination of powers may 
bring against us. That we should al- 
ways be in a position to do what we 
belicve ourselves to be now and in 
the immediate future in a position to 
do. But a war may go on for a long 
time before a decision is obtained or 
gained and this is the more likely of 
the two contingencies—if we act, as 
we shall do, with discretion, with 
eobriety, with simplicity, with good- | 
will to all nations and rancour and 
prejudice against none, it is much 
more likely. I say it with sincere | 
conviction—that war will Never come 
in our time, and perhaps will have 
passed from the world, at.any rate 
for periods which our most adyvent- 
erous imagination, enables ug to for- 
see. Meanwhile, and pending a de-

“And here is the great opportuni- 
ty, the great chance of the self-gov- 
erning dominions, those strong young 
nations which have grown ‘up all 
over the world, under the shelter of 
the British Flag and by the stimulus 
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and protection of British institutions. 
And they have already begun to seize 
it, Already we have seen the devel- 
opment in Australia of a strong mod- 
ern fleet unit. New Zealand has con- 
tributed a noble ship to the general 
services of the British Navy. 

“And in Canada men of ali parties 
and of both races are deeply stirred 
the problem and of the share 
which the great Dominion should 
take in the means by which it and all 
the «ther parts of the British Em- 
pire are hept from harm And we 
are soon to receive, 1 understand, re- 
presentatives of the new Canadian 
Administration, who will come over 
here to consult with the Gdvernment 
and the Admiralty upin the course 
of policy which should be adopted in 
the future, 

“If the main development if the 
past ten years has been the concen- 
tration of the British fleet in decisive 
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theatres, it seerms to me, and, I dare 
say to you, not unlikely that the 
main naval development of the next 
ten years will be the growth of the 
effective naval forces in the great 
Dominions overseas. Then we shall 
be able to make what I think will be 
found to be the true division of lab- 
or between the Mother country and 
her daughter states—that we should 
maintain a s@a-supremacy against 
all-comers at the decisive point, and 
that they should guard and patrol all 
the rest of the British Empire, 

“I am certainly not going to at- 
tempt to fonecast or to prescribe the 
exact form which these developments 
should take, But the march of opin- 
ion appears to be proceeding along 
thoroughly practicable lines, 

“This, however, I will venture to 
say, The Admiralty see no reason 
why arrdngement should not be 
made to give the Dominions a_ full 
measure of control over the move- 
ments in peace of anv naval forces 
which, with our help, they may 
bring into efficient existence, We 
know that in war our countrymen 
over the seas will have only one 
wish, and that will be to encounter 
the enemy wherever the need and 
the danger is most severe, The im- 
portant thing is that the gap shall 
be filled so that while we, in ~ the 
old country, guard the decisive the- 
atre, our comrades and _ brothers 
across the seas shall keep the flag 
flying on the oceans of the world. 

“That is the principle which I 
have come here tonight to expound, 
and if the observations which I have 
ventured to make should contribute 
in any way to its furtherance, should 
contribute in any way to the achieve- 
ment of such a result, then I think 
we shall be found to have done more 
tonight for the British empire and 
the British navy than merely respond 
‘to the toast which Sir William White 
has si happily proposed.”

NORTH OF ONOWAY 


Oil and Gas Are Believed to Exist in 
Paying Quantities for Commerdal 
Purposes—Tests Give Good Indi- 
cations, ‘ 


Drilling operations in quest of oil 
are to be undertaken this summer at 
Nakamypn, 11 miles north of OnoWay, 
the junction of the main line of the 
C. N, R. west of Edmonton, with the 
Peace River branch, by the Nakamun 
Oll and Asphalt company, and ar- 
rangements are now being made to 
bring drilling machinery from Vic- 
torla with a view of commencing op- 
erations as soon as spring opens. This 
work is being undertaken in addition 
to that of developing the extensive 
coal and asphalt claims of the com- 
pany. 

Petroleum, gas and asphalt rights 
over 2,400 acres of land in township 
56, range 2, w. 5, are controlled by 
this company, and it also owns 960 
acres of valuable coal lands at White- 
court, which are traversed by the 
grade of the C. N, R. Peace River 
branch, Development work on all! 
these claims will be carried forward 
this summer as rapidly as the present 
handicap of poor transportation favil- 
ities will permit. 

An effort is being made to secure 
the oil drilling machinery and tran- 
sport it to the scene of operations be- 
fore the frost leaves the ground, as 
summer transportation over the road 
to the company's property Is practic- 
ally impossible, Although nothing 
but preliminary tesis have been made 
as yet, of the oi] fields at Nakamun, 
the indications are of the very best. 
A strike of gas in paying quantities 
for commercial purposes is practically 
assured, and it is believed that the 
oi bearing formation will be encoun- 
tered a short distance below the gas. 

This summers’ work in connection 
with the asphalt claims of the Naka- 
mun Oil and Asphalt company will 
consist of making a complete survey 
of the deposit, with a view of asoir- 
taining its depth and extent. The 
Canadian Northern Railway company 
have practically promised a line to 
the asphalt and oil claims as soon as 
a satisfactory report on the extent 
and value of the deposit has been 
submitted to them, and every effort 
will be made to complete this report 
so that construction work on the line 
éan be commenced before the end of 
the present year. 

Although several tons of the as- 
phalt have been mined, it ts only 
with great difficulty that it can pe 
transported to Edmonton under prea- 
ent circumstances. The six tons of 
the material which were brought to 
the railroad last week came by waé- 
on over fifty miles of rough foad, bit 
the present transportation handicap 
Sy be overcome with the operation 


of the C. N. R. main line west froin 
Edmonton. :

The Calgary mud- slingers have gotten in their dirtiest work. 
Their efforts to thwart the Allan Cup trip of the Eskimos” have 
come to naught. But the most painful part of the whole proceed- 
ings, from a Calgary viewpoint, is that the Shermans now find 
themselves very much out in the cold, 

They are already regretting their action of handing over the 
Provincial championship to the Eskimos without a struggle. The 
real reason for this has come out only during the past day or two. 
When the Shermans decided to default to the Eskimos they had 
no intention of letting the Provincial title slip through their 
fingers, 

That was only a simple little ruse. They had already gone 
through the season and found tkemselves in the finals without 
playing a single champicnship game. This was soft. But softer 
still would it be to grab the Provincial championship in a .similar 
manner, They figured that with three Calgary men on the execu- 
tive and the Taber representativis a little more friendly to the Cal- 
gary interests than to Edmonton, it would be the simplest matter 
in the world to swing the Provincial title in their direction. 

Pearson Spoiled the Game. 

They figured rightly, for had an executive meeting been 
called the Shermans would surely have been handed the title on 
a silver platter. But they failed to count on Rev. Robert Pear- 
son, president of the Alberta Amateur Hockey Association. That 
gentleman neglected the formality of an executive meeting, Avail- 
ing himself of his prerogative as chairman, Mr. Pearson took mat- 
ters into his own hands, and when the Shermans defaulted, right- 
fully declared the Eskimos provincial champions, 

This high-handed piece of business did anything but please the 
Southerners and therc was much wailing and gnashing of teeth, 
threats to over-rule the president and declare the Calgary simon- 
pures (7?) provincial champions. 

Mr. Turner’s Scheme. 

But to get to the main part of our story. The Calgarians re- 
vealed their hand on Saturday, when Lloyd Turner put up a pro- 
position to Rev. Robert Pearson, who was sojourning in the sou- 
thern city. The scheme was no other than that the Eskimos and 
Shermans should play off in Winnipeg for the provincial honors. 
It was no wonder the worthy president of the A.A.H.A. laughed in 
Turner’s face, ~ 

It is quite evident that Calgary is beginning to writhe over 
handing the title so easily and nonchallantly to the Eskimos. The 
much-talked-of executive meeting of the A.A.H.A. failed to de. 
velop on Saturday, when it was intended that Mr. Pearson should 


_ be over-ruled, 


"Shermans have beén trying for the past week to get some- 
thing ‘‘on’’ the Eskimos but it is quite evident that their efforts 
have failed. It is also quite probable that by this time they have 
come to the realization that the Eskimos are provincial champions 
and quite likely to remain such, despite all efforts to dislodge 


them.
